they read my answer. There is no 
quick and safe 
m e t h o d .

ducing. 


A g r e a t 


oi iber of indi- 
viduals follow a 
r i g i d a n d 
31 r e n uous re- 
ducing d i e t . 
They omit im- 
portant a n d 
necessary foods from their daily 
menu but continue to perform the 
usual amount of trork each day. 
Sudden and rapid loss in weight is 
their goal, but the loss of poundage 
may be followed by poor health. 


Warnings have been given against 


this dangerous fad and practice, but 
I am sorry to aay that In spite of 
these warnings, many persons con- 
tinue to follow a dangerous reducing 
diet. Please remember that rapid loss 
of weight Is only temporary. Severe 
dieting with sudden and marked loss 
of weight can do more harm to the 
body than overweight can ever pos- 
sibly do. 


I do no* mean that a stout person 


should not reduce. Overweight is a 
problem which deserves serious con- 
sideration. A person who la over-

weight la susceptible to certain dl» 
eases. For example, a recent survey 
made In the United States shows 
diabetes to be very common In obese 
Individuals, while rarely found in 
thin persons. 
Excess weight throws an extra 


burden on the heart, digestive or- 
gans, Jiver and kidneys. Heart dis- 
ease, Brlght's disease, gout, gall 
stones and hardening of the arteries 
are a few of the major complication? 
ot overweight. 
Obesity Is usually the result of ex- 
cessive eating. When this is con- 
trolled ovar a period of time, losa in 
weight results. Many stout people 
attempt this simple and safe method 
of dieting, but quickly become dis- 
couraged. They eat less food, but do 
not notice any immediate loss of 
weight. 
They resort to dangerous 


forms of reducing, or gtve up in des- 
pair. 


Spectacular results should not be 
expected. In many cases there is no 
actual change in weight for at least 
two weeks. 
Alter the two-week 


period the loss in weight Is slow but 
sure. A loss of two pounds a week 
Is sufficient, and one should not try 
to lose more. 
If you really, want to reduce, you 


can. 
Do not overeat, and never eat 


between meals or before retiring. A 
good rule Js to cut down to about 
two-thirds the amount of food you 
generally eat. This should Include all 
foods, and not one particular food. 
If you are not hungry, do not eat. 


Exercise Is important. Most stout 


people do not exercise. In addition 
to dieting, I would strongly recom- 
mend simple exercise, such as walk- 
ing two or three miles every day 
Avoid strenuous and fatiguing exer- 
cise, which is as harmful and dan- 
gerous as rapid reducing.
